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Tho Lamb Of God 


(Excerpts of a sermon preached at the First Pentecostal Church of Oakland, March 


“Behold the Lamb of God which taketh 
away the sin of the world” (John 1:29). 

John the Baptist was ministering under 
he anointing of the Holy Spirit at the 
River Jordan when he saw the Christ com- 
ing and approaching him. Suddenly it 
seemed that the Word became flesh and 
life, and John cried, “Behold the Lamb of 


God which beareth away the sin of the 
world!” 


I wonder if John knew what he was say- 
ing when he introduced Christ as the Lamb 
of God. I doubt if he had ever thought 
of this previous to this time. But when he 
utters these words, Jesus immediately ac- 
cepts that challenge from God and asks 
to be baptized, thus testifying to His will to 
become the Lamb of God. His ordained 


ministry was to bring God to the people. 


and to bear the sins of the people away on 
Calvary. God had given Him thirty years 
to acquaint Himself with the human na- 
ture He had been confined to and with the 
limitations of the body which had become 
His temple. And now by being baptized 
He was letting three worlds know that He 
would fulfill the ministry for which He had 
come into the world to do. 

The heavens cannot contain God when 
His Son identifies Himself with His work 
—the Cross. At this time God must needs 
speak out of heaven, “This is My beloved 
Son in whom I am well pleased.” He knew 
it was the voice of His Father bearing wit- 
ness to the stand He was taking, that He 
was willing to become the Lamb of sacri- 
fice for a needy world. 

Why didn’t John say, “Behold your 
King”? Because the Holy Spirit makes 
no mistakes. Before Jesus could possibly 
be the King, He must be the Lamb. The 
Holy Spirit put Jesus in His proper role 
at that time. His holy ministry among men 
was the ministry of the Lamb. He had 
come from the glory of His Father for no 
other purpose than to bear away the sin of 
the world. 

Jesus knew that His place at that time 
was not as King. He had come to be the 
Lamb. He could only receive that which 
belonged to the life of a Lamb. As He 
walked the earth He must be dependent,

weak, shorn and humble. He must take 
on the Lamb’s nature. And we see Him 
walking, moving throughout His earthly 
life, taking that place, as God’s Lamb. 


Those people who wanted to make Him 
king could not understand the ministry of 
the Lamb. Their only interpretation of 
Him was in the line of their own “king 
complex.” Israel wanted her own place 
back among the nations. They expected 
Jesus would restore them to their original 
place of leadership, but Jesus had not come 
to exalt one single nation; He had come 
to lift fallen humanity and to restore it to 
right relationship with God. Jesus could 
not take the place which they desired Him 
to take. He was then a King without a 
kingdom, a Shepherd without sheep. He 
was the Head of the Church without a 
body. And there was only one way for 
Him to have that church and those sheep, 
and that was to die for them. 


When the time came for the Lord Jesus 
to continue with His ministry in teaching 
His disciples, some of them He called to 
Himself. To others He gave them their 
desire and sent them away with mighty 
power, but still they went away. They went 
with the power and the ministry He gave 
them, but He continued on with the twelve, 
always carrying His cross. That wooden 
cross was not the only one He bore. He 
carried a cross from the day He was born. 
He was misunderstood from the first. No 
recognition was given Him; no understand- 
ing from anyone. He was continually tak- 
ing the place of the Lamb slain. 


When the seventy returned they were 
vety joyous because of the wonderful re- 
sults of their work. They said, “Lord, even 
the demons are subject unto us through 
Thy name.” And when Jesus heard the re- 
port of the meeting, He said, “Do not re- 
joice because of that, but rather rejoice 
that your names are written in heaven.” 
Where were their names in heaven? “In 


the Lamb’s book of life” (Rev. 21:27). 


We take things from hymn books instead 
of taking them from the Bible. We sing 
about having a crown. A crown does not 
interest me; I can buy a crown. Someone 
says, “Give your heart to Jesus and you'll

have a mansion up there.” “A mansion 
would not interest me,” a person might re- 
ply. But if they tell me my name will be 
written in the Lamb’s book of life if I give 
my heart to Him, I know that that means 
I am heir to the nature and the life and 
the glory of the Lamb. I am heir to what 
He is. Iam made a member of the Lamb 
family, and that would satisfy any heart 
reaching out for spiritual reality. 

If you belong to the Jones family here 
on earth; if your name is Jones and it is 
recorded in the family Bible of the Jones 
family—you can understand the other 
members of that family. The Joneses un- 
derstand each other because they all have 
the same nature and characteristics. The 
things that are hard for anyone else to 
understand about the Joneses, they under- 
stand about each other. And if you are a 
member of the Brown family, the Joneses 
cannot understand you for they cannot 
understand the Brown family. But the 
Brown family get along beautifully for 
there is an understanding among them. 

The rest of the world cannot understand 
the Lamb family. They say, “What in the 
world ate you crying about now?” They 
cannot understand why you are crying but 
I know why you are weeping and I say, 
“Weep on, sister, and have a good time.” 
They say, “Why do people shout?” They 
cannot understand because they are not par- 
takers of the same nature; they do not be- 
long to the Lamb family. 


We all have the same heavenly Father, 
and if we belong to Him we are partakers 
of the same family nature. Whether Jones 
or Brown, we all belong to the Lamb fam- 
ily. 

Rejoice! But do not rejoice over external 
things, not even over signs and miracles and 
wonders and the things that people often 
think are so marvelous. These things do 
happen, and thank God for His manifesta- 
tion, but let us get away from the things 
that relate to Christ. When we find Him 
and become acquainted with Him, we are 
through trying to be satisfied with outward 
things. Give us the Christ with all He is, 
in His loveliness and in His divine nature!

Camp meetings have held an important 
place in the history of Christianity in 
America. All along the eastern seaboard 
of our country one may find camp meeting 
grounds which were the scenes of mighty 
visitations of God in the early days of our 
country. As civilization found its way west- 
ward the camp meeting idea accompanied 
the developement of these United States 
and not far removed from each new fron- 
tier was found this typically American in- 
stitution. Today, all over our country are 
found these spots of spiritual refreshing, 
these Elims where are found “twelve wells 
of water, and threescore and ten palm 
trees.” In tabernacles, tents, and brush 
arbors God’s people meeting together for 
mutual help and blessing create welcome 
oases in the desert. Those who, like Da- 
vid, cry out “As the hart panteth after the 
water brooks, so panteth my soul after 
thee, O God. My soul thirsteth for God, 
for the living God,” find their thirst 
slaked and their souls enriched through 
the camp meeting. 

Why did our forefathers in this nation 
lay aside their work, load up the buggy and 
the surrey with provisions and the family 
and attend the services of a camp meeting? 
Because they realized, as we need to realize 
anew in this generation, that man does not 
live by bread alone. If those of a com- 
paratively better day felt their need of 
these special times of refreshing from the 
presence of the Lord, how much greater is 
our need today when we find ourselves “in 
a dry and thirsty land where no water is.” 
Surrounded on every side by the devil and 
all his works, living in days when evil men 
and seducers are waxing worse and worse, 
when men are lovers of pleasure more than 
lovers of God, it becomes the saints of God 
to come apart from the cares of this life and 
rest awhile at the feet of the Master. There 
is no better place for this purpose than a 
good old-fashioned camp meeting; a place 
to which to go for the express purpose of 
seeking after God until He come and rain 
upon us from on high. 

By the grace of God we are expecting

Definite plans 
have been made to provide a spiritual pro- 
gram, not only for the adults, but also for 
our young people and the children, 
throughout the entire three weeks of the 
camp. It is hoped that many will find it 
possible to stay for the entire time. It is 
our desire that all who attend will be so 
guickened that they shall carry the revival 
spirit with them back to their assemblies 
and kindle revival fires there. It is our hope 
that all our preachers shall be able to spend 
ample time on the camp ground during the 
three weeks so that their souls shall be re- 
freshed and encouraged and that they may 
return to their fields of labor with new 
vision and zeal.

have received the Baptism of the Spirit in 
their meetings.

(In responding to the invitation to conduct 
this Question and Answer Column, I wish to 
state clearly that the author will not attempt 
to speak for the District Council or GLav Tw- 
iNcs. The opinions expressed will be his own 
and will not necessarily reflect the opinions of 
the Council ministry —W.T. Gaston.) 


Q.—Is it all right to believe, as some out- 
standing leaders teach, that all Christians 
are baptized with the Holy Spirit at con- 
version? 

A.—The position of this school is well 
stated by Boys: “Believers converted after 
Pentecost are just as really endowed with 
the indwelling Spirit as those who actually 
partook of the Pentecostal blessing at Jeru- 
salem . . . nor are we to understand that 
this is any exceptional, occasional, special 
or more advanced experience, but simply 
the condition of everyone who is a child 
of God.” 

It is difficult to see how anyone with an 
open Bible and any degree of spiritual 
understanding, could insist that average, 
unspiritual, half-alive believers in this luke- 
warm age are, nevertheless, endowed with 
a like experience to those early heroes who 
turned the world upside down with their 
exploits of faith; whose burning zeal moved 
them to challenge a hostile world, and con- 
quer; whose white-heated love and conse- 
cration unto death, still provide the chal- 
lenge and inspiration to victorious, dy- 
namic, Christian life and service. 

Even a casual examination of the Scrip- 
tures will reveal that the baptism with the 
Holy Spirit is not given to sinners and 
worldlings, but to believing disciples. John 
14:15-17; Acts 2:16-18. 

The outstanding purpose of this Spirit 
baptism is to empower saints to preach and 
witness (Luke 24:46-49; Acts 1:8). The 
Pentecostal baptism with the Holy Spirit 
was a baptism of power (Grk., dunamis) , 
a mighty on-fall of the Spirit, attended by 
certain manifestations, greatly eschewed 
in our day by those who insist that conver- 
sion and baptism are synonymous. For ref- 
erence I cite the book of Acts, with special 
reference to chapters 2, 8, 10, 11 and 19. 

Q.—Since the Holy Spirit is a person, 
how can anyone have more or less of Him? 

A.—Personality is defined as that which 
constitutes, distinguishes, or characterizes 
a person. It is hard for us to conceive of 
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personality apart from a material body, but 
who has not been made conscious that a 
person may project his personality over a 
great audience or over the world by radio? 
There is that part of man that has intelli- 
gence, volition, feeling or emotion, yet is 
invisible and incorporeal. When we think 
of the invisible and ineffable God whom 
“the heaven and heaven of heavens cannot 
contain,” all-wise, all-loving, all-powerful, 
where is the individual with full capacity 
for the full impact of His infinite fullness? 
It would seem that to Jesus alone was the 
Spirit given without measure (John 3:34). 
“But unto everyone of us is given grace ac- 
cording to the measure of the gift of 
Christ” (Eph. 4:7). “Drink deeply of 
God’s Spirit” (Eph. 5:18 Wey.). 

Q.—Do all born-again believers share the 
presence of the Spirit? 

A.—Yes. All God-quickened believers 
share a common life. “It is the Spirit that 
quickeneth.” “The Spirit giveth life.” 
“By one Spirit are we all baptized into one 
body.” 

Q.—Is it scriptural to believe as some do 
that one may be converted and have the 
spirit of Christ without having the Holy 
Spirit? 

A.—No. In my opinion certain theolo- 
gians are responsible for much loose think- 
ing concerning the Godhead. There is no 
scriptural warrant for using first, second 
and third in referring to the adorable Trin- 
ity. God is essentially and eternally one. 
Since this unity is both essential and eter- 
nal, no one can have the Father without the 
Son or the Son without the Father, or either 
without the Holy Spirit. ‘There is one 
Spirit” by and through whom the sons of 
men experience the Infinite in any measure 
(Eph. 4:4). Read carefully John 14:16- 
23. Note also how these terms are used 
interchangeably by the inspired apostle.

TEACHERS AND WORKERS 

In checking over the 1940 Sunday School 
reports which I have received, I am happy 
to pass on an encouraging word concern- 
ing growing interest in the District. The 
majority of schools have shown at least 
some increase in attendance over 1939. 
Quite a number have expressed a desire for 
teacher training and suggestions for in- 
creased attendance, as well as means of 
spiritual growth throughout their schools. 
We praise God for this. 

But here it is May of 1941, and there 
can be and should be, much more accom- 
plished this year than in 1940. I trust 
that all of our teachers and officers are 
vitally interested in making “strides” for 
God, “redeeming the time for the days are 
evil”; not only interested, but actually do- 
ing things. May God help you and give 
you wisdom. Don’t let your school be left 
out in this forward move for God’s king- 
dom and souls. 


PROBLEM NO. 2 
Building Attendance 

There are a number of ways to accom- 
plish this important part of our Sunday 
School activity, keeping in mind, of course, 
that merely large attendance is not the 
most important thing nor can we judge a 
school entirely by it. Nevertheless it is 
generally the beginning of things as far 
as progress is concerned. 

Because we are not favorable toward 
mushroom growth in Sunday Schools, we 
are not going to give you some fantastic 
suggestion for a spectacular type of con- 
test, such as a number have tried, but 
rather a simple recipe for substantial 
growth. 

Consideration must first be given, how- 
ever, to what you already have. Be sure 
that what you have as a school is capable 
of holding and interesting those you hope 
to gain in your boost for attendance, other- 
wise you will be playing a losing game. 
You will lose them as fast as you gain them 
for the simple reason that Sunday School 
is not compulsory. If they don’t like it,

they don’t have to stay. But a fit Sunday 
School home is entirely another subject so 
we must not go any deeper into that at 
present, but it is one of the “first things.” 

Judging through experience as well as 
observation, there is really a workable 
method of building attendance. Here it is: 

Take a systematic Sunday School census 
of your community (someone has sug- 
gested that a couple of Bible School stu- 
dents be secured to do this) so that you 
may know exactly from which homes your 
growth must come. Cards for such a cen- 
sus may be obtained from our Gospel Pub- 
lishing House at Springfield, Mo. 


Advertise your school freely during this 


period of census taking so that the com- 
munity can see that you are alive and work- 
ing for God and their good. There are a 
number of ways to do this. 

As soon as your census is complete make 
note of the prospective members for your 
school and call in those homes; not just 
once but a number of times, building up 
their confidence in you and your school. 
This must be done prayerfully and tact- 
fully by workers with a burden and a vision. 

It is well to provide ways and means of 
transportation for children that live a dis- 
tance from the church. A volunteer trans- 
portation committee is of great service 
where there is no Sunday School bus. 

As soon as a new family moves to your 
community, your school should be the first 
to contact them, welcome them and invite 
them to Sunday School. 

Absentees should be always carefully 
followed up by faithful teachers. 

Sell this simple recipe to your Sunday 
School staff and go to work. It is bound to 
bring results. And it is well to get busy 
at once on such a “building program” to 
prevent the “summer slump” in your Sun- 


day School.

OUR SUPERINTENDENT 
WRITES... 
Dear Christ’s Ambassadors: 

“May your tribe increase.” 

I am thankful for this opportunity to 
open my heart to you. Nothing thrills my 
soul quite so much as to see a great crowd 
of young people—eager, questioning, striv- 
ing, achieving youth. The years of adoles- 
cence are especially wonderful. They are 
years of mental, physical, and sometimes 
spiritual upheaval to be sure, but how won- 
derful they are as life unfolds to youth. It 
is during these critical years that choices 
are made which affect all of later life. It 
is said that what a person does for himself 
physically during these years affects all of 
later life physically. It is true also in the 
spiritual realm. A godly youth usually 
presages a godly middle life and old age. 

I love youth because their eager enthusi- 
astic spirit is infectious. I love youth be- 
cause of their vision; because of the castles 
which they build in the air. Without these 
castles in the air there will probably be 
castles no where else. G. Campbell Mor- 
gan once said, “God have mercy on the boy 
or gitl who never dreams dreams or sees 
visions.” 

A crowd of young people is inspiring be- 
cause of the tremendous possibilities in- 
herent in such a group; possibilities of tre- 
mendous good and usefulness if the right 
choices are made and the consecration to 
Christ is real, deep and uncompromising. 

One is often amazed at the abilities and 
achievements of youth. Mozart played the 
piano and composed at the age of four. 
When he was six and his sister ten they 
went on a concert tour all over Europe. 
Joseph Hofmann the pianist was known 
all over Europe as an accomplished musi- 
cian at the age of ten. Yehudi Menuhin 
started playing the violin at the age of 
three. He made his debut as soloist with 
the San Francisco Symphony Orchestra 
when he was seven. His sister, Hepzibah, 
was an accomplished pianist almost as early 
as Yehudi. All pianists know something of 
Rachmaninoff’s Prelude in C sharp Minor. 
It has been the hope and the despair of 
many a valiant soul. Would it surprise you 
to know that this thrilling composition was 
written during his student days? 

This is an age of youth. Youth is pur- 
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suing and achieving in every conceivable 
realm of activity. Youth have played a 
great part in the work of Christ. In our 
Assembly of God fellowship many of our 
most splendid workers, pastors, and evan- 
gelists are of C. A. age. Should a detailed 
history of our movement be written it 
would be replete with many instances of 
young people who so yielded their lives to 
God that they were marvelously used in the 
work of the kingdom. Consecrated youth 
have built churches, have gone to the far- 
flung corners of the earth and have labored 
for Christ in positions of trust both at 
home and abroad. Some of our own C. 
A.’s have had the privilege of carrying this 
blessed Gospel to those who have never 
heard of Christ and of translating portions 
of the Bible into their own language. 

In the light of these achievements of 
youth Paul’s words to Timothy seem most 
apropos when he says to young Timothy, 
“Let no man despise thy youth.” 

We appreciate the Christ’s Ambassadors 
in the life and activities of our assemblies. 
A church without young people is dead in- 
deed. I don’t know of a minister who cares 
to pastor such a church, and certainly most 
people do not care to long remain where 
youth is absent. You see so much depends 
upon youth; it is the church of tomorrow. 

A few years ago while on vacation the 
writer dropped into the Sunday morning 
service of a denomination quite close to 
our own movement in many ways. The 
songs were sung, but the voice of youth 
was absent. The preaching was Biblical 
and sincere but there were no young and 
eager faces in that audience. The elderly 
people sat unmoved. Life was conspic- 
uously absent from the service. It was a 
depressing atmosphere. I should like to 
have stood up in that service and shouted, 
“What this church needs is youth—eager, 
inquisitive, high-spirited, responsive and 
inspiring youth!” 

Young people can be one of the greatest 
assets of any assembly. There is no “young 
people’s problem” where the youth are con- 
secrated to God, filled with the Spirit, and 
seeking only that God be glorified. We 
are dependent upon youth; they are the 
rising church.
